Ac- 
cording to the company, arrangements 
have been made to meet all its obliga- 
tions by utilizing stocks on hand and 
other available sources of supply. This 
is in line with the statement that the 
company has notified the Shipping 
Board that it will substitute American 
produced oil on its contract instead of 
the Mexican product. ‘‘ Under existing 
marketing and economic conditions,”’ 
says Mr. Teagle in his statement, ‘‘ the 
new taxes are confiscatory and prohibi- 
tive and we are advised that they are 
unconstitutional from the standpoint of 
Mexican law as well.’’ : 

Mr. Teagle also said that. *‘ since 
Aprtl, 1917, the law of Mexico has ‘im- 
posed ad valorem duties on crude pe- 
troleum and its products shipped out of 
that country determined by the applica- 
tion of certain fixed percentages to the 
value of oil in Mexico.

erick S. Ritter and the Rev. Harvey L.

MOROCCO CAMPAIGN DRAGS. 


Spain Is Considering Reinforcing Its 
Army There by a Division. 


MADRID, July 1.—The Government is 
considering dispatching another strong 
division’ of Spanish troops to Morocco 
because of the necessity of executing 
the operations there more rapidly.

LONDON, July 1.—The possibility of 
a conference of the Pacific powers be- 
ing held shortly to consider subjects 
raised by the proposed renewal of. the 
Anglo-Japanese Treaty and of arma- 
ments was further explored at a meet- 
ing of the Empire Conference today. 

Te is pointed out, however, that on 
July 13 the treaty lapses, notice of its 
termination having been given by both 
countries to the League of Nations last 
July. In the short period between ‘now 
and July 13 it is practically impossible 
to arrange for a conferénce of the Pa- 
cific powers—far less to bring any such 
conference to a conclusion. 

Therefore it is that the proposal is 
being made t temporar and for 
the actual purpose of exploring py the 
conference the possibilities, the treaty 
should be renewed. 

It is reported from Tokio that the 
Japanese Government has now before it 
a proposal to extend the alliance for 
the period of three months. It is be- 
lieved in well-informed quarters that 
Japan is sympathetic to the proposal. 
Two views have been advanced at the 
Empire Conference—the Canadian, which 
is parallel with the American view, that

Testify at Leipsic Trial That He 
Stood By While Prisoners 
Were Shot. 


HIS ‘MURDER ORDER’ QUOTED 


* No More Prisoners Wil! Be Made; 
All. Wounded ‘Enemies. Will 
Be Dispatched.”

LEIPSIC, June 30.—That certain Ger- 
man commanders actually gave orders 
that no, prisonerg be taken, that cap- 
tives be slain” and that. even the 
wounded be put to death was testified to 
here yesterday and today before the 
Supreme Court of Germany. 

The trial is the first of any of the 
real war leaders and also the first of 
the *‘* war criminal ’’.casées in which the 
French are the accusers. In the first 
five minutes of yesterday’s testimony it 
was clearly established that Major Gen. 
Karl “Stenger, commander of the 
Highteenth Baden Infantry Brigade, had 
ordered his men to “shoot prisoners 
down like sparrows ’’ when he was told 
that French machine guns had been 


found in a captured wood near Sarre- 
bourg, Alsace, in August, 1914. 

_ Furthermore, Stenger admitted order- 
ing: ‘‘ Shoot them on the spot,’’ when 
informed that some of his men had been 
fired upon by wounded Frenchmen. Be- 
yond all doubt the fact was proved 
through German testimony that under 
orders of their  supcrior- officers 
numerous wounded Frenchmen had been 
murdered on the battlefield by German 
soldiers. 

Stenger based his defense on the dis- 
tinction between orderi all wounded 
killed and-ordering only those killed who 
continued firing after being wounded. 

** When I said, ‘ Shoot them down like 
sparrows,’ I was within the law,’’ 
Stenger contended. ‘‘ It is the duty not 
only of a German General but also of a 
French or American General to protect 
Ss men,’’ 

Today was Alsace’s day before the 
Supreme Court, and its voice was 
damfiatory. General Stenger and Major 
Crusius, .who is on trial with him, faced 
a dozen Alsatians who had been con- 
scripted mto their forces. 

One after another these witnesses de- 
scribed the horrors of the’ battlefields 
when Sergeants and privates, some 
against their own wills, had been forced 
to carry out Stenger’s alleged brigade 
order, ‘‘Prisoners will not be made; 
wounded enemies. will be shot.’’ 

Qne witness recalled that the same 
order had been given once before—when 
the former Kaiser in saying farewell 

German, soldiers bound for China to 
aid in quelling the Boxer uprising de- 
clared: ‘‘Quarter will not be given; pris- 
oners will not be made.’’ 

After the battle of Sarrebourg, accord- 
ing to testimony. when ‘ Stenger’s 
murder squad ’”’ had bayoneted or shot 
all wounded enemies, several Alsatians 
deserted and went over into the French 
lines. It was these who testified today 
and who made possible this trial of the 
first high German ‘officer at a time when 
the internationally awaited ‘ war guilt 
cases *’ threatened to. become farces. 

The most damning testimony today 
was given by Karl Kleinhaus, formerly 
a clerk at Mulhouse. He declared: 

“‘Our Sergeant Major read before the 
assembled troops a written order, which 
came from brigade headquarters, which 
read: ‘From today no more prisoners 
will be made. All wounded enemies will 
be dispatched.’ 

“After the battle I saw a Sergeant 
peasing General Stenger and Colonel 

eubauer with three prisoners. Stenger 
said: ‘ Don’t’ you know my_orders?’ 

‘** We know,’ the Sergeant answered. 
Stenger waved them to'the rear. 

“What shall I do ‘with these fel- 
lows?’ Stenger said to Neubauer, ‘I 
can’t shoot them in front of my 4 

‘‘ Stenger then called a Lieutenant and 
whispered td him. Then they followed 
the Sergeant and his prisoners behind a 
barn, whence I heard numerous shots.”’ 

At this Stenger lost control. of himself 
and leaped to his feet crying: 

‘‘Tt is all a swindle! |The witness is a 
lying Alsatian !’’ 

It was noticeable that in subduing 
Stenger the Judge, a mild-appearing lit- 
tle fellow, addressed him as ‘‘ Excel- 
ency.”’ 

Next was called. Eugene Oberdorf, a 
bricklayer, who was the recipient of the 
Iron Cross from the Kaiser. 

** You were. a good soldier,’’ said the 
President of the Supreme Court, Dr. 
Ebermeyer. 

““That is very apparent,’’ the -former 
soldier replied, and then he went on to 
describe the murder of the three pris- 
oners behind the barn. 

‘“‘ They were on their kneeg crying for 
mercy,” he said. ‘‘One of them said 
he was married. The Sergeant did not 
want to shoot them, but he had to. He 
had direct orders from Stenger, who was 
standing by.’’ 

Of the other witnesses Francis Xavier 
Schwerer, a Strasburg official, said: ‘I 
myself saw Major Crusius, a battalion 
commander, kill wounded Frenchmen 
lying on the battlefield,” and Josef 
Dietsch of Tagsdorf, Alsace, declared 
that he had heard the ‘‘murder orders” 
given*and, read on several occasions. 

The first disorders since the opening 
of the sessions of the Supreme Courts, 
came today Paul Miller and his 
wife, both Americans, the victims. 

Miller, formerly a Captain in the Sec- 
ond Division, is now a motion picture 
operator employed by a French con . 

@ was on*the Court House steps crank-

Seeing what Miller was about, the Ger- 
mans rushed him, and, despite the efforts 
of six policemen, both Miller and his wife 
were beaten and the camera was partly

AMERICA ANTI-GERMAN 


Violently So, He Says, Though He 
Noted That a Reaction Was 
Setting In.

BERLIN, July 1.—Dr. Albert Ein- 
stein says he found america violently 
anti-German, although with evidences of 
a change: of heart taking place, and 
England eagerly pro-German. ‘These 
discoveries in relativity he imparted to- 
day to a select party at the home of 
Herr von Winterfeldt, President of the 
German Red Cross, whose guest of 
honor Dr. Binstein has been since his 
return from America and England. 

Dr. Einstein told the guests, among 
whom were President Ebert. and the 
members of his Cabinet, the members 
of the Prussian Government, the Chief 
Burgomaster of Berlin and leaders in the 
business and industrial world. 

‘In America there undeniably — pre- 
dominated a markedly unfriendly feel- 
ing toward everything German. Ameri- 
can public opinion was so excited that 
even the use of the German language 
was suppressed. At present a notice- 
able change_is taking place. I was re- 
ceived heartily by America’s learned 
men and learned corporations. They 
gladly spoke Gérman, and everywhere 
were mindful with genuine sympathy 
of the German, scientists and institutes 
with which they maintained so close a 
friendship before the war. 

‘“‘In England the impression forced 
itself upon me that. Bnglish statesmen 
and scholars had it in mind again to 
bring about friendly relations with Gér- 
ey The heartinéss of the speeches 
in England could hardly be surpassed. 
Better times appear to be coming.” 


LATIN AMERICANS BID

RIGA, July 1.—Senator Joseph I. 
France, who plans to confer with Rus- 
sian Soviet officials on trade conditions, 
left Riga for Moscow last night. He 


rode in a dingy old second-class car 
which would take him through to the 
Bolshevist~ capital, and was accom- 
panied by a fuzzy-haired, bespectacled 
oung man, who spoke with more or 
6s8 accuracy twelve languages, and for 
whom~the Bolshevist Legati here

WAS BOUND HAND AND FOOT 


No Evidence of Robbery or Strug- 
gle—Her Body Found by One 
of Her Lodgers. ©

Mrs. Anna Koskovich, 57 years old,)| © 
Who lived in three small rear rooms of 


the second floor of 115 Chrystie Street 
and rented pert of them, was found 
dead on a bed yesterday afternoon by 
Vera Tancerz, one of her lodgers. The 
elderly woman was lying face down, 
bound: hand. and foot, and apparently 
suffocated by a towel which had been 
tied tightly over her mouth and nose. 

Miss Tancrs, who works in @ res- 
taurant, Went home about 6 o'clock. The 
door to the apartment opens ittto 
bmall kitchen. At onmé side is a bed- 
room, and in‘ the rear another bedroom 
overlooking a small areaway. One of 
these two small bedrooms was occupied 
by Mrs. Koskovich and Miss Tancrz, 
and the other by three men, 

On the stove in the kitchen Miss 
Tancrz noticed two flatirons over the 
flame, as if they had been left during 
an interruption in the landlady’s work. 
She passed on to the bedroom and saw 
the body of Mrs. Koskovich face down 
across the bed, her legs reaching to the 
floor. Her arms were above her head, 
tied with a towel, her ankles were 
bound with a gingham apron, and about 
her héad a towel was tied so tightly 
that it apparently caused her death. At 
least there were no other marks on the 
body to indicate that she had been 
one or otherwise injured. 

‘ancrz ran screaming to the 
wrest, and told David Serber, who lives 
at 114 Chrystie Street, that Mrs, Kosko- 
vich had been murdered. Serber told 
Patrolman Ricci of thé Clinton Street 
Station, who after a look at the body 
called Dr. Brownstein of Gouverneur 
Hospital! The doctor said the woman 
had apparently Been dead for some time. 

There was no disturbed fn the 
place to indicate robbery had been 
the motive and hss tenn of a strugele. 
Detectives under Major Geres Busby 
of the First polatrict said that Mrs. Kos- 
kovich had been kiNed by some one who 
thosent that she hed collected rent yes- 
terday from her lodgers and who hoped 
to get the money.

$200 in bank. She had little money in 
the house yesterday, merély eno i for 
the household expenses. Miss nerz 
also paid that Thursday night the, wo- 
man had told her that two men, friends 
of hers, had visited her during the day 
and that they had had something to 
drink. Detectives are searching the 
neighborhood for persons who knew Mrs.

105 More . Deaths In Six-Month 
Period Than Last “Year—Sev- 4 
enty-Five Victims in June. 


- Legislation which gives City Magis- | 
trates power to revoke or suspend li-] 
*censes of automobilists on conviction of 
infractions of the motor vehicle laws, 
and the reorganization of the Automobile 
Licensing Bureau under the newly cre- 
ated State Tax Department, went into 
effect yesterday. . Forty-five employes 
of the old Automobile Bureau, which 
up to Thursday was under the jurisdic- 
tion of the Secretary of Stgte, were 
dropped from the State payroll, with an 
ageregate saving of about $50,000. 

At the same time the National High- 
ways Protective Association issued d{an 
semi*yearly report which revealed that 
105 more persons were killed in this 
city .by automobiles since Jan. 1 last 
than in the same period for 1920, and 
that during June. seventy-five persons 
were killed by automobiles here. The 
statistics also showed that 691 persons 
were killed in the first six months of 


‘the year in streets and highways, an 


increase ‘of 180 over thé same period 
last year. There were seventy-four more 
perso: killed by automobiles outside 
of the city since Jan. 1 of this year 
than~in the same six months of 1920, 
and eighty-eight persons were killed in 
the. same territory during the: last six 
months.

|Wages and Working Conditions 


Compare Favorably With Those of 
Competitors, Statement Declares. 


The International Paper Company, 


‘whose employes have been. on strike 


since May 1, and whose plants have been 
shut down completely since that time, 
has sent what was construed to be an 
ultimatum to its former workers. The 
btatement matied by the company to its 
employes ‘yesterday says that the plants 
will* be reopened on Tuesday,’ July 5, 
gnd that all the striking workmen who 
report for work will receive wages which 
are approximately. 95 per cent. in ex- 
gess of thosé’ paid by the company in 
1914. It says also that if the strikers do 
not accept this ‘proposition the company 
will arrange to start such of its plants 
as it desires to have in operation to take 
care of the’ réquirements of its cus- 
tomers. 

The letter sent by the company to its 
former employes says.in part: 

‘There have been a great many state- 
ments made regarding various paper 
manufacturing companies paying higher 
wages than.the International Paper Com- 

y proposes to pay, It is true that 
ere are some newsprint paper mills and 
ethers who are paying higher wages, but 
there are a vast number of mills manu- 
fac newsprint as well as other 
gtades of paper which are competitors of 
urs and which have reduced wages by 
per cent. or more on May 1 without 
involving a large financial loss by shut- 
down -as has been the case with this 
compan Very .féw of our competitors 
have i any higher wages, and in prac- 
tically every case of this kind where the 
higher wages were paid it was for a few 
occupations only.

Margarine Makers Charge Is 


Made of Rancid Cream. 


ATLANTIC CITY, July 1.—That 95 
per cent. of the-butter now being sold 
in the United States is made from rancid 
cream neutralized with lime water, was 
the charge made today by oleomargarine 
manufacturers in their attempt to offset 
what. they term libelous propaganda, put 
out by the creamery interests.

Presi- 
dent of the Institute of Independent 
Margarine Manufacturers, was followed 
by the announcement of George T. Mox- 
ley of Chicago, retiring President of the 
institute, that the last Department of 
Agriculture list. showed only forty-three 
creameries out of the thousands in the 
Unit States from which . margarine 
manufacturers were permitted to pur- 
chase butter to mix with their manu- 
factured product.

GOVERNMENT CAPITAL ACCOUNTS 
_ The Shipping Board ,has appointed 
a distinguished accountant of this city 
to make an inventory -of its capital 
assets. This is an innovation. Gov- 
ernments have no use for balance 
sheets. They are solvent when they 
can carry elections. That gives them 
power to balance their cash by taking 
any defitit from taxpayers. It is some- 
thing different from disclosing profit 
or loss in capital,- and eventually 
solvency or bankruptcy in a business 
sense. There is a reason, of course, 
why Governments keep only a cash 
account. Governments deal in ‘im- 
ponderables and inestimables. The en- 
forcement of law and order isa price- 
less intangible. No value can he put 
on it, nor can damage from the loss 
of it be put into money expression. 
But it is different when Governinent 
goes into trade. Then. Government 
should impose upon itself the same 
sort of ‘accounting which it imposes 
upon business. . 

The setting up of a shipping capital 
account should ‘be followed logically 
by examination and certification of in- 
dependent auditors... Political audits 
are worse than worthless. The coun- 
is entitled to know where the 
Shipping Board's capital. goes, and 
how it goes there. That information 
may well enough be supplied by the 
board in the first place, but it should 
be followed by certification of inde- 


pendent expert authority that the capi- 


tal still éxists, or is gone. There 
could be no better argument in. sup- 
port of public ownership or opera- 
tion than a demonstration of profits— 
on a commercial basis. And if losses 
appear, the negative argiment is 
equally conclusive.

NEXT WINTER’S COAL. 


The Senate has recommitted, that is 
rejected, Senator FRELINGHUYSEN’s bill 
to encourage seasonal buying of coal 
by establishing seasonal ratés for its 
The object is praise- 
worthy. The method is objectionable 
and inadequate as dealing with only 
one part of the trouble, and super- 
fluous to the extent that it duplicates 
existing methods of fixing — coal 
freights. There already is a sliding 
scale of coal .prices, and probably it 
would be well that neglect to store coal 
in idle thonths against Winter's needs 
should be made more .costly by in- 
creasing the inducement for early pur- 
chases. The Senator thinks that his 
bill was killed by propaganda against 
it. The Frelinghuysen bill was re- 
jected because it regulated a private 
industry as though it were public, and 
because it regulated sellers without 
assuming control over buyers. It could 
not be made compulsory on buyers to 
buy coal when inconvenient to them 
‘pecause freights were made less in one 
month than another. It ought not to 
be made compulsory on sellers to sell 
coal more cheaply than it can be pro- 
duced, including the producer's esti- 
mate of -profit. Cheapening of com- 


ernment. Profits which are. extor- 
tionate through conspiracy or monop- 
oly already are forbidden.

TRAINING THE POLICE. 


‘ According. to Senator Mgyzr, Chair- 
man of the Joint Legislative Investi- 
gation Committee, each of: tweélve 
Police Captains summoned to appear 
before that body admitted that the 
Police Inspectors have issued an order 
requiring every subpoenaed police offi- 
cer to produce no records and answer 
no questions until after reporting to 
an Assistant Corporation Counsel. Po- 
lice officers subpoenaed as witnesses 
in other than criminal cases before the 
Grand Jury are similarly required to 
appear before another Assistant Cor- 
poration Counsel. Ingenuous sociolo- 
gists must b€ perplexed to understand 
for what purposes this preliminary ap- 
pearance is required. Are the police 
witnesses to receive instruction in the 
Corporation Counsel’s schoolrooms as 
to their deportment or their English? 
Are they to be subjected to inspection 
as to the spickness of their“uniforms 
and the dignity and propriety of ‘their 
demeanor? Are they to be warned 
against shyness in'the awful presence 
of the committee or the Grand Jury? 
Corporation Counsel O’BRIEN. says 
that, if his assistants ‘‘ have talked 
** with the policemen, they have done 
‘* so without any authority '’ from 
him. It is: ridiculous, he adds, to 
think that withesses examined by 
the committee have previously been 
coached by him. Since he. artlessly 
remarks that he is “‘.co-operating with 
the committee,’ Mr. O’Brren may -be 
regarded as either an‘ absent-minded 
er highly humorous person. Justice 
JoHN Proctor CLaRKE told him, with 
a smile, the other day that che ought 
to welcome- the coming of the. com- 
mittee.

The official. ‘report for: April . shows 
that the gross ‘earnings of the railways 
increased ovenyboth 1920, the record 
year, and 1919. But expenses de- 
creased, $25,000,000. The result is & 
net operating income -of $29,248,874, 
against last: year's deficit of $23,748, - 
666; That this is a recent change ap- 
pears from, the. fact.that for four 
months thers is a net operating in- 
come increase less than half that for 
the last: month ofthe four. The vol- 
ume of traffic indicated by the gross 
gain is not so large as appears, be- 
cause exaggerated by the. rate in¢ 
ease, and because rate decreases are 
Ifkely to check the gross increasingly 
as the revival of trade makes them 
‘necessaryand feasible. 

The increase’ in net is disproportion- 
ately. great in ‘Telation to the increase 
of traffic, and is likely to increase 
with the reduction ef wages and bet- 
terment of efficiency through the can- 
celing of the national “ agreements ’’ 
made between “two groups of labor 
leaders negotiating with each other 
over the dissent 6f the railways. Thése 
agreements are ethe explanation: why 
** the decrease in.transportation out- 
‘put for each dollar of wages paid 
‘* between 1913 amd 1920-was about 50 
“‘ per cent.” Meanwhile, railway cap- 
ital was working harder dt piecework 
rates, and authority was. cutting the 
rate in the manner which labor resents 
in its own case and applauds in the 
case of capital. The conditions gave 
private management an opportunity to 
show its efficiency, and during the 
first quarter of this year half a million 
railroaders lost the jobs they had 
created for themselves in a manner 
prohibiting sympathy.

The economies recommended by 
Gévernor MILLER and approved by the 
Legislature are now in effect.’ More 
than 2,500 State officeholders will be 
dropped fromthe payroll. Their 
places have been abolished and the 
State will ‘save about $3,000,000 a 
year thereby. Some . departments 
have been ended. In others the num- 
ber of employés has been reduced. 
This is only a beginning. The new 
State Board of Estimafe and Control 
has yet to. study scientifically the 
whole State. Government with a view 
to’ increased-€fficiency and economy. 
To the: Republicans in Washington 
who loved to talk in 1920 about the 
‘« 200,000" or ‘* 300,000." superflu- 
ous Federal officeholders, Governor 
MILLER’s little object-lesson in reduc- 
tion is ‘respectfully commended for 
imitation. _ 

To be sure,, the Governor has mil- 
lions and not billions to deal-with, but 
the process is the same. He began 
his program of economy by insisting 
that the maximum of appropriations 
Which: he would accept’ was $140,000,- 
000.: Persons far-seeing ‘in State 
business and State finance ‘were sure 
that appropriations of $175,000,000 
were absolutely necessary. Yet the 
sunt voted was $135,000,000. Even 
after allowing for deficiency appropri- 
ations to pay last year’s bills, a 
straight saving of more than $9,000,- 
000 was made. That is only carfare 
at Washington, but it is a good be- 
ginning. The way to economize is to 
economize wherever. it can be’ done, 
‘The Governor acts as he talks. When 
will the Republicans at Washington 
make their performance bear some 
reasonable proportion to their prom- 
ises?

The -humaniz- 
ing, however, is an excellent thing, and 
unquestionably it will make us await 
with more patience ‘the ‘ quicker and 
more nearly . certain . delivery of our 
letters. 

The latest’ proclamation of Mr. Hays 
relates to the way in which he wants all 
his subordinates to. phrase the letters 
which they. themselves have occasion to 
write. He is not one of the too-busi- 
nesslike persons who think that courte- 
ous phrases at the beginning and end- 
ing of letters are a waste of ink, paper 
and time, and he is emphatic in his ex- 
hortation not to. be stiff, formal and 
curt in answering inquiries or dealing 
with complaints and advice. In other 
words, he wants those for whose imme- 
diate benefit he is trying to humanize 
the postal service ‘to ‘be themselves 
human beings, feeling “and showing a 
human intérest in those with whom they 
carry on official “correspondence. 

This ‘is good advice, worth heeding 
and following outside of -the postal ser- 
vice as well as in it. Not only in govern- 
mental departments does .the bureau- 
cratic spirit. exist,:and not only there 
do subordinates—and principals, too, for 
thet matter—reveal strange illusions as 
to why they are where they are, as. to 
the source of their incomes and’ their 
powers, and as. to the deméanor that 
best befits them.

certainly they are as well able as any 
other people to increasé by industrialism 
any inadequacy of their own food supply 
to support a great population. They are 
not of those for whose maintenance 
much land of their own ‘per ‘capita is 
required. 

Of course, any country with a declining 
population is doomed unless the decline 
can be stopped, and for a country merely 
to hold its own in the census reports is 
almost as ominous, for the holding: will 
not~be for-long. +A‘ situation realized, 
however, is remediable, usually, and it 
is in this case. The French: race has 
lost neither its vitality nor its fertility, 
and it has before now met and conquered 
the same danger ‘that confronts it today.

‘On the contrary; in spite of an im- 
posing array of new buildings, of which 
the city may well be. proud, the num- 
ber of pupils on part ‘time has steadily 
increased. Moreover, while ‘the new 
buildings have furnished modern ac- 
commodations to the pupils fortunate 
enough to cnjoy them; little or.no at- 
tempt has been made to improve the 
old buildings, many of which are a dis- 
grace to. the city. 

Possibly the development of our splen- 
did .system of high..schools: may have 
diverted attention from the shortcom- 
ings of the lower schools; but certain 
it is that at no time. during the. last 
twerity-two years have the elementary 
school buildings kept pace with the 
growth of tite school registration. 

During the Mitchel Administration for 
the first ‘time an attempt was made to 
deal with the whole situation in a sys- 
tématic and constructive manner. The 
“Gary plan’ was associated in the 
public mind with manual training and 
shop work, but this was only an inci- 
dental feature which was in no way 
essential. The prime objects of this 
plan were: 

1. To abolish part time and provide a 
full school day for ‘every pupil. 

2.:To provide an adequate playground 
and systematit physical training for 
every school in the city. 

8. To alter. the: old buildings; to ‘elimi- 
nate dark and unsanitary rooms, and to 
provide, as far as possible, modern ac- 
commodations for all pupils: 

The attempt to introduce this system 
too rapidly, before it had. been: thor- 
oughly tested and pdapted to New ‘York 
conditions, and béfore it had been suf- 
ficiently explained to parents and teach- 
ers, was a serious mistake which un- 
doubtedly created a very fa'se impres- 
sion regarding it; but even its opponents 
must admit that the Gary plan never 
had a fair trial in New York. Its ad- 
vocates still believe that this plan offers 
the best if not the only practicable 
method of providing adequate accommo- 
‘dations for all pupils in the elementary. 
schools’ and abolishing the part time 
evil in New York. — 

In this connection it is interesting to 
learn that the Board of Education of 
‘the City of Detroit. has recently adopted 
a similar double session plan, known as 
the Platoon School, as its official policy,. 
and has not only planned, its building 
Program accordingly, but is reorganizing 


its entire system of elementary schools 
on this basis. 


The Deputy Superintendent, Mr. 

Charles L. Spain, states-in his report: 
’ “ The Platoon School-as it is beitig de- 
veloped in Detroit is designed to ex- 
emplify the principles of business effi- 
ciency in’ school organization and to 
afford a concrete expression of thé most 
progressive educational thought. It 
represents the deliberate judgment of 
the Superintendent of Schools and his 
staff, after a carefully planned: expert- 
ment covering nearly two years. Dur- 
ing that time fifteen experimental 
schools were carefully observed and the 
results were measured from all angles 
by the Department of Educational Re- 
search. These results are so convine- 
ing and the psychological effect of the 
new type of school, upon principdls, 
teachers and pupils, has been so favor- 
able that the further: development of 
the Platoon School organization be- 
comés almost inevitable. 

‘The most striking outcome of the 
experiment has been the spontaneous 
and whole-hearted endorsement which 
the Platoon School has received from 
principals, teachers, pupils and parents."’, 

Detroit has apparently discarded the 
shop work feature of the Gary plan, 
for under the Platoon plan one-half 
of. the. school is occupied in the audito- 
rium, gymnasium, playground, library 
and in special rooms provided for music, 
art, literature, geography, science, 
cooking and manual. training, while the 
other half is in the: class rooms. The 
absurd argument that the Gary plan 
would déprive the pupils of higher. edu- 
cation and rear a class of industrial 
slaves cannot. be. used, therefore, against 
the’ Platoon School. 

Elaborate tests show that the results 
In the Platoon School are somewhat bet- 
ter than in the conventional school, and 
a large majority of the teachers testify 
that the children are happier, more in- 
dustrious and more self-reliant. \ 

By this plan of. organization the - 
pacity of the school buildings is in- 
creased more than 20 per cent. If a 
similar plan could be adopted in New 
York it would solve the ‘part-time prob- 
lem: at a’ cost many million dollars less 
than would be required-to provide a re- 
served seat for every pupil. In view 
of {We present, condition of our New, 
York schools and New York finances, | 
surely the results of the duplicate school 
plan in Detroit deserve Anvestigation 
dnd serious consideration,

PARIS, July 1.—What Carpentier loses 
of his prize money in having to pay 
American taxes he is going to make up 
in a boom here in aluminum goods of 
his manufacture.

thing. - Ginghams ‘are still very active, 
but the demand has veered from a 
cloth with a small square check to one 
with a small diagond: check, and the 
darker colors are coming more into: 
favor. '
